Previous winners are not eligible.

Nominees must be:

+  Alegal resident of the state of Colorado or serving in Colorado, if military

¢+ Atleast |8 years of age

¢+ A full time employee of a City, County, State, or Federal government agency
within the State of Colorado for a minimum of twelve (12) months, or assigned
to Colorado for a minimum of twelve (12) months, if military

The Selection Committee is comprised of representatives from the Colorado Federal

Executive Board (CFEB), the State of Colorado, and City and County governments

in Colorado.

¢+  Selection Committee members and their respective staffs, volunteers, and
committee members may not be nominated or submit a nomination.

¢+ The selections will be based on an assessment of the scope and impact of the
outcomes on the community as a result of the nominee’s ongoing contributions
to one or more volunteer projects that are not related to their duties as
government employees. This award is for off-duty volunteer activities only.

¢+ The winners will be notified by early April.

¢+ Nominations must be completed online by 5:00 pm (MT), February 24, 2017

¢+ The nomination must include a letter of support from the charitable
organization validating the nominee’s qualifications. The online form will ask
you to upload the letter from your computer.
